American prosperity is bound up with the prosper- 
ity of other lands; therefore, it is absurd to main- 
tain a policy of isolation. So, indeed, it is, if isola- 
tion means having no friendly relations with other 
countries. But that is not the meaning which our 
critics intend. They are arguing against our re- 
fusal to join any European alliance which would 
commit this country in advance to one side or the 
other in international quarrels. Generally, our 
critics wish us to join the league of nations or the 
world court, though sometimes they would be con- 
tent if we joined only the British empire. 
Obviously they are not speaking of mere friendly 
relations between countries and peoples, because 
in this regard the United States has never been 
isolated, and never less than today. No one knows 
that better than the Americans who most actively 
condemn our foreign policy on the ground that it 
is selfish. They are the same Americans who bave 
worked most energetically through their churches, 
their women’s societies, pacific associations, and 
other organizations for the relief of suffering in 
many lands, and they never have failed to obtain 
generous support for their causes from their fel- 
low Americans, Our critics appear to forget that. 
we belong to the Hague tribunal and we have 
made liberal treaties of arbitration with almost all 
the nations of the We maintain diplomatic 
relations with every great nation in the world except 
Russia, and we have done more than any other 
nation to relieve post-war distress in Russia. Our 
Red Cross has gone to the assistance of the un- 
fortunate in every land. The Near East relief and 
the Jewish joint distribution committee, to mention 
only the more conspicuous organizations of the 
kind, were not founded upon national selfishness. 
We sacrificed 100,000 lives and piled up a war debt 
of $26,000,000,000 only eight years ago by way of 
proving we did not live for ourselves alone. We 
have codperated with other nations in suppressing 
the trade in drugs and in women, and we have 
taken the lead in international disarmament to our 
own injury. Our money and our financial skill has 
been placed at the service of bankrupt European 
countries. We have, in short, led the world in in- 
ternational good will and codperation, and no one 
should know it better than the members of the so- 
called leagues for peage who criticize us most per- 
sistently: 

America maintains isolation only in the sense 
that we do not make permanent political alliances. 
Nothing in the plea for a world of good neighbors, 
advanced by our critics, offers any justification for 
changing our policy. Ns

THE VELOCITY OF LIGHT. 
{New York Herald-Tribune.] 
Many laymen will be astonished by the importance 
which scientists assign to Prof. Michelson’s paper 
before the National Academy of Sciences describing 
his recent remeasurement of the speed of light. For 
three years this dean of American physicists has 
worked on two mountain tops in California. After 
enormous labor he discovers. that the speed of light 
in a vacuum is nearer._to 186,284 miles a second than 
to the previously accepted value of 186,326 miles a 
second. The difference is less than one-thirtieth of 1 
per cent. For practical purposes light is instantane- 
ous. Why so much exéitement about a minute in- 
crease of precision ‘in the measurement of a natural 
constant already reasonably well known? Two moun- 
tains and a professor have labored enormously to 
bring forth what might. seem a very tiny mouse. 
That would be a most imperfect view. Among all 
the constants of nature the speed of light is now uni- 
versally recognized as the most fundamental. Mod- 
ern physical science debates three basic mysteries tn 
the universe: the nature of matter, the nature of 
energy, the nature of space. 
The speed of light connects two Of theaa, space and 
energy. The new relativitist viewpoint of fundamen- 
tal reality, a viewpoint ushered in largely by the 
Einstein theories, makes the apeed of jight in a 
vacuum its single basic constant; the only unchang- 
ing thing in a universe seem both as changeable and 
as enormously deceptive. 
There are really two kinds of scientific work, equal- 
ly important and, indeed, inseparable. One is what 
might be called original discovery: the uncovering of 
totally new facts or the conception of totally new 
.relations. The other is the slow attainment of pre- 
cision ti quantitative details: the exact electric 
charge of one electron, the exact constant of gravita- 
tion, the exact velocity of light. Less spectacular, 
perhaps, than Newton's laws or the discovery of 
radioactivity, it is these precise quantitative results 
which form the cement that holds science together, 
as well as the foundation on which science resta 
Prof. Michelson’s one-thirtieth.of 1 per cent deserves 
all the praise it has received, : ;

FORTREGS MONROE.—The frigate 
San Jacinto has arrived here with 
Messrs. Mason and Slidell, rebel am- 
bassadors to Europe, and their suites, 
as prisoners of vear. They were taken 
from an English mail steamer in the 
channel of the Bahamas. All their 


papers were captured. Commodore 
Wilkes of the San Jacinto sent aboard 
the English ship and demanded the 
surrender of the two envoys. The re- 
ply was: “There is not force enough 
to take them.” Wilkes sent an addi- 
tional force under Lieut Fairfax ani 
placed the San Jacinto in position. 
The two “ commissioners "” made feeble 
resistance and were surrendered. The 
captain of the steamer raved and 
swore, calling the United States offi- 
cers “ piratical Yankees.” Eustis, one 
of the rebel secretaries, resisted; but 
himself and colleagues accompanied 
their employers to confinement. Sli-: 
dell’s wife and four children were 
aboard. Commodore Wilkes in an 
interview with Gen. Wool expressed 
his belief that he did right, but right 
or wrong, these men had to be se 
cured, and if he had done wrong, he 
could not be more than cashiered for 
it.

“I heard a commotion in Mr. Klein’s 
office,” Judnich testified, “and I got 
my club from behipd the desk and 
with Samuel Odom, a trusty, ran to it. 
Kiein was standing in front of his 
desk, his hands up in the air, and he 
was covered with biood. 

“Charles Duchowski (one of the de- 
fendants) was standing near him, and 
Robert Torrez (also a defendant), was 
nearby. Odom and I started to battle 


with them and soon they were joined 


by Bernard Roa, Walter Stalesky, Gre 
gorio Rizzo, Charles Schader (ell on 
trial) and James Price. 

i They all had weapons and I wae 


Odom was wounded. The convicts 
pushed us into the solitary room and a 
few minutes later they came and de- 
manded that I give them the keys, 
but I wouldn't. 


Finally Gave Up Keys. 

“Price and Roa brought Klein out 
to the barred door. They were sup- 
porting him and he was full of blood. 
They told him to tell me to give them 
the keys or they would kill him. Klein 
couldn't talk, but he motioned to me 
to give them the keys. 

“I couldn't get the door open right 
away, because one of them had shoved 
a piece of wood into the lock in try- 
ing to break it open. Meanwhile, Capt.
